Death of J. M. Whitaker.
The following communivation was
received too late for our last issue:

The sudden death of Mr. James
M. Whitaker at his home near An-
drews on Febroary 7th, was a great

-{shook-to his mwany frignds. ( He was

apparently in good health—was well
and stout, although he was in his
78th year. He ate a hearty supper
on Saturday evening, talked and
laughed freely with his family that
night before retiring. As was his
castom he was first up on Sunday
morning and made a fire. He then
lit his pipe to take his usnoal morn-
ing smoke. While smoking he fell
from his chair.
in bed in the room, gave a scream
wlich brought his son to his. side,
and who found that his father was
dead.

Mr. Whitsker was born in Maecon
county on March 1, 1826; was mar-
ried to Miss Elizabeth Kimsey on
May 15, 1853. In September, 1863,
he enlisted 1 the Confederate army
and was a faithful soldier, In the
year 1863 in a battle near Green-
ville, Tenn,, he was shot, the bullet
remaining in his person five years
and four months, when it was ex-
tracted by his father and s brother
at his home.

Eight children were born to Mr.
and Mrs. W hitaker—seven giris and
one boy, all of whom survive him.

April 10, 1908, at their home one
mile west of Andrews, they cele-
brated their golden wedding. All
the children were present except the
son, Jobn, who was in the west.
There were twelve grand children,
"three great-grand children, sud oth- |
er relatives present.

The deceased was out of a famuly
of sixteen children, ten boys and six
girls, all of whom grew to man and
womankood. Two boys and five
girls are alive now.

His only son, John, who has been
west most of the time since 1880,
came home on the 14th of: last De-
cember to mmake a short visit home,
but sinee his father’s death will re-
main to look after his affairs.

Mr. Whitaker was 2 man held in
the highest esteem by all who knew
him.
